As a below named inventor, I hereby declare, of my own knowledge or on infonnation 
and belief, that:

X believe I am the original, first and sole inventor of the subject matter which is 
described and claimed in U.S. Patent No. 5,785,557, granted July 28, 1998, and for which a 
reissue patent is sought on the invention entitled: 

ELECTRICAL CONNECTOR WITH PROTECTION FOR 
ELECTRICAL CONTACTS 

the specification of which is attached hereto. 

I have reviewed and imderstand the contents of the attached specification, including 
the claims, as amended by any amendment specifically referred to in the declaration; 

I verily believe the original patent to be wholly or partly inoperative or invalid by 
reason of claiming less than I have a right to claim in the patent The claims contain excess 
limitations not necessary for patentability. For example, at least one error in the prior patent 
is that the claims contain excess limitationB concerning wiping surfaces on the housing not 
necessary for distinguishing over the prior art Also, the claims fail to cover embodiments of 
the Invration as claimed in the above identified application for reissue. For example, the 
claims fail to cover mateable electrical connectors comprising a first and a second electrical 
connector having mateable signal contacts and at least one first power contact mateable with 
at least one second power contact, the first power contact having opposed contact fingers 
extending from a first body portion and the second power contact having opposed contact 
surfaces, whmin the opposed contact fingers of the first power contact are received between 
the opposed contact surfaces of the second power contact such that the contact fingers 
resiliently deflect inwardly and exert pressure on the opposed contact surfaces.
